8. A tank officer school of about 800 man was located in the barracks installa- 
tion on ul. Golecinska, Possnan (P 53/X 26), in early September 1950. Ccsnman- 
dant of this schoil was Colonel ZymierskI, (fnu) . Twenty tanks, about half 
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of them of type T-3U, were counted near the gate of the installation. Those 
tanks which were not of T-3U type had a strikingly high superstructure at the 
front * All of the ta nks had the right-hand sides of their turrets marked ,

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9* Another barracks installation was noticed on the south side of ul. Grunwaldzka * 
The barracks area was bordered by ul* V/o j skowa and ul. V/yspianskiego • The 
installation is known as that of the former Uhlan Regt, the 7th Rifle Regt and 
tho 1st Tank Regt. Some of the buildings of the barracks installation we 
destroyed. Repair work was observed. Elements of a Polish infantry regiment, 
probably a battalion; a KBW unit, probably a battalion; and units of the 
militia and the labor service were located in tho installation. (6) 


10. The barracks installation bordered by ul. Swierczewskiego, ul. folna, ul. 
Szylinga and ul. Grunwaldska quartered elements of the infantry regiment 
stationed in Poznan, believed to be a battalion. 

11. Elements of the same regiment were located in the barracks on ul. Taberowa 
and ul. Promonista* (8) 

12. The barracks installation bordered by ul. Kolna, ul. Saperska and ul.T/zpolna 
was occupied to capacity by an AAA unit, believed to be a regiment. A heavy 
AA gun was in front of the monument in the barracks yard. The installation 
comprised three three-story buildings, each of then about 50 meters long, and 
six smaller two-story buildings* (9)

ll;th Arty Regt, was unoccupied and heavily damaged.

The picture of partisan activities in Poland as it has been obtained to date 
indicates that only small independent groups are operating there* Tho parti- 
san groups have a predominantly criminal character. 
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
